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PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 2, 1841. 
My Brother: The following is an extract 
from a letter written by a very valuable and 
respectable friend in Baltimore, to his 
correspondent in this city; dated July 


17th: 


“‘T have been somewhat interested in a 
ease concerning two while girls, named 
Charlotte and Mary White,who were brought 
away from Philadelphia a day or two ago, 
under deception, and are now in Slatter’s 
prison as slaves; and as their mother isa 
slave, they are so in the eye of the law.— 
The are from Fredericktown, Maryland, and 
by some means they got on by rail-road to 
Philadelphia—where they put up ata pri- 
vate boarding-house. When they were 
missed they were advertised, and two offi- 
cers from Baltimore went on in pursuit— 
found them out, and claimed them as their 
SISTERS, who had absconded under im- 
proper circumstances, and by such means 
got them back to Baltimore, and so on to 
Fredericktown to DOCTOR TYTERS, and 
he has sent them back to Baltimore, to be 
so'd as slaves. I went to see them, and 
found them white girles, about 18 and 20 
years of age—fair complexion, very light 
hair, entirely straight—blue eyes—and in 
no respect having the appearance of African 
descent about them. I made application to 
JUDGE BRIAN to have them brought be- 
fore the court for trial— but he declined in- 


terfering, as their mother being a slave, the 


children are also. There are two of our 
Jawyers who have interested themselves on 
their behalf, and perhaps they may try todo 
something for them. 

‘‘T would like to have this case brought 
before the public, in order to show to what 
state slavery is getting, And if public sen- 
liment is against while slavery, why should 
jt not extend to colored persons also, seeing 
they are of the same species. After reflect- 
ing on the subject, I have to query with my- 
self—why are feelings different on account 
of their being white? The answer is—be- 
‘cause of the prejudice of education, which 
will involuntarily rise in our minds, and 
requires some exertion to bring our feelings 
to that of universal love to all mankind with- 


oul respect of persons,” 


All this was done in open day, in pres- 
ence of our government and religion, and of 
There 
are more than one hundred churches, and 
as many ministers, in this city—calling 
themselves churches and ministers of Jesus. 
There is a mayor, and a multitude of alder- 
men, sheriffs, constables, and Watchmen. — 
In sight of them all, these poor friendless 
girls were taken and carried off to Balti- 
more, thrust into a slave-dungeon, to be put 
on the auction stand to be sold and used as 
beasts! Who of all these churches and 
Heaven-ordained(?) ministers and magis- 
trates stood beside these hunted and heart- 
broken young women, to comfort and help 
them? Notone! Why? They hada few 
drops of African blood in their veins !'!— 
And in the estimation of the Religion and 
Government, the Clergy and Magistracy of 
this nation, African blood is not Auman 
blood. Onedrop of it is enough to cast 
these poor girls out of the pale of their re- 
ligion and humanity. Their sorrows and 
fears could not move them. Can you won- 
der—can you blame me, that I renounce 
such a religion and clergy as inhuman and 
Savage; and such a magistracy as the first- 
born of the Devil? Had these girls been 
the daughters of Albert Barnes—would he

They are in the 
hands of the ministers and magistrates oi 
Baltimore ; and these hold them fast ina 
dungeon--till they can serve them up to the 
lusts of some demon farther south! 

And the pretence! “ They are our SIS 
TERS—-absconded under improper circum- 
stances”! Under cover of the sweetest and 
holiest human sympathies, claiming these 
girls for such a purpose! The ministers 
and magistrates of this city giving them up 
knowing the pretence to be false—and know- 
ing, also, the purposes which they were to 
subserve, and the dreadful doom to which 
they were to be consigned. Two friendless 
young girls—surrounded with Ministers and 
Magistrates—with Meeting-Houses and 
Court Houses, and Independent Halls —with 
Churches and Courts—with Religions and 
Governments,—claimed as DEAR Sis- 
TERS—carried off in open day, delivered 
over to a dungeon and the slave-auction, to 
administer to the brutal lusts of southern 
fiends; and not oné to go to their rescue! 
Heaven help me, for my heart is burst- 
ing!

Brother Garrison: We have had two 
lectures on slavery in this town by your 
friend Parker Pillsbury, of N. H. He has 
made quite a fluttering among our pro- 
slavery churches ; pretty good evidence that 
he told the truth. He said we of the north 
were the slaveholders, while they of the 
south were the slave owners ; that the pro- 
slavery north were ten fold more guilty 
than the slaveholding south, because they 
Were born and brought up to hate slavery, 
while the people of the south were taught 
Yo regard slavery as the ‘corner-stone of our 
republican edifice :’ He used harsh language 
{as some are pleased to call it,) but no more 
harsh, in my opinion, than the truth re- 
quires. The time iscoming when such lan- 
guage as _ he used, and such as you use to- 
wards the man-stealer, will be considered 
tame ; it is because anti-slavery is unpopu- 
lar, that makes the truth seem harsh. Did 
mot Christ use harsh language? Do not 
the professed ministers of Christ use harsh 
language ? They do not hesitate to call the 
rum-seller, or the rum-drinker, hard names, 
guch as demon, fiends in human shape, &c. 

The difference is this :—anti-slavery is 
anpopular—temperance is popular. 
time is coming, ay, has already come, when 
abolitionists must take a decided stand, and 
Maintain it, come weal or come wo. I be- 
lieve it to be as wrong to support a pro- 
slavery minister and church, as a slavehold- 
jng minister and church. The scriptures 
tell us,‘ where much is given, much will 
be required.’
